Vive Democrats Suspended While 
Republicans are Retained. 


They Are All Gaugers and They Claim 
a Boycott Has Been Declared. 


CHIEY DEPUTY WILLIS CHARGED WITH 
STRONG REPUBLICAN PREDILECTIONS.

The five guagers who received these mis- 


sives are J. W. Kennett, R. E. Beckwith, W. 
W. Gibson, Joe Devoy and Emil Kuenster. 
They were allowed to remain in ignorance,up 
to the hour of their suspension, that any- 
thing of the kind was pending, although 
from what follaws it must be apparent that 
the thimg was contemplated for weeks, if 
not for months. In eonsequence of their 
treatment at the hasds of Judge Speck’s 
deputies, one of them has already resigned 
the service altogether, another will in all 
probability do so to-day, and the restlare in 
ajstate of uncertainty as to their future pros 
pects. 

These men have been in the internal rev- 
enue service for different periods, some since 
February, Others only since April, Dut all 
have done active duty at the distilleries, and 
have, according to the statemerts of the dis- 
tillers, given perfect satisfaction. The work 
that they were appointed to do is now being 
performed by four Republicagssand ope al- 
legedad Democrat. The four Republicans ‘are 
all old-time servants of Uscle Sam: V. E. 
Donaldson, W. C. Gormley, Barney L. Nied- 
ner and A. G. Hequembourg. The Demo- 
crat, also am old gauger, is W. W. Bell, 
brother of Excise Commissioner Nicholas M.

FOR FRAUD 


Distiller George H. Brueggemann 
Was Arrested This Morning. 


The Charge Preferred by the Fourth 
National Bank. 


ALLEGED THAT HE OBTAINED 83,000 
ON FALSE PRETENSES.

Bruecgemeann, It Is Charged, Berrewed 
the Money on a Note Secured by Prop- 
erty Whieh It Is Clatmead Mad Ak 
ready deen Sold Under a Mortgage— 
Mis Atterney Says the Bank simply 
Get Caught by the Decline in Value 
ef Real Estate. | 


Louis J. Holthaus, Vice-President of the 
Fourth National Bank, called at the Prose- 
cuting Attorney's office to-day in company 
with Attorney Thomas B. Harvey and had 
a warrant issued against George H. Bruegge- 
mann, President of the Midland Distilling 
Co., Charging him with obtaining 
$8,000 from the Fourth National 
Bank by means of false pretenses. 
The issuance of the warrant is the sequel to 
a Dusipess transaction whieh tavolvesa real 
estate deal, the history of which extends 
back to 1887. According to the allegations, 
the transactions are as follows: 

THE ALLEGATIONS. 

In 1887 Mrs. Emme F. Smith had a house 
erected at 2018 Ohestnut street. In May of 
the same year she sold the property to 
a Mrs. Johnson, who gave Mrs. Smith 
a note for $5,000 as pest payment for the 
property. the note being secured by a deed 
of trust on the y. 
for five years. in 0 1891, 
Johnson executed a second deed 
trust to ensteia Bros. 
securea note for $1,150. In August, 1891, 
Mrs. Johnson sold the property to Bruegge- 
mann, subjeet to the deeds of trust. In 
March, 1692. W transferred 
the property to Cbaries J. Dunnerman 
aad in Jane Duanserman transferred it 
to G. 8. Tourville, who executed a note for 
$6,000 to Dunnerman, secured by a deed of 
trust on the property, nothing being 
in the transactios, however, it 
alleged, about the former s 
of trust. Duanerman indorsed 
the $6,000 note to Brueggemann. Ia July, 
1882, the y was 1 —4 
deed ey and was bou y 
Mra. Smith. it is that on Oct. 
18, 16972, ggxemenhn berrowed $3,000 from 
the Fourth National Bank, de iting the 
$6,000 note which he had recetyv from Dun- 
norman as collateral to seeure the note, 
without, it is alleged, saying anything about 
the property having been sold under the 
prior deed of trust. 

BRUEGGEMAEN’S ATTORNEY EXPLAINS. 

Brueggemann was arrested shortly before 
noou to-day at his office, 120 Pine street, by 
Deputy Sherif John A. Murphy and brought 


to the Four Oourts. He Mey accom.- 
panied by his attorney, enory 5. 


Davis, and gave bond in the sum of $1,000 with 
Judge George J. Davisassurety. Bruegge- 
mann refused te make any statement, but 
his attorney, Mr. Davis, spoke for 
him, Mr. Brueggemann Usteninggto jwhat 
was said. ‘‘We don’t owe the Fourth 
National Bank a cent. said Mr. Davis. ur. 
Brueggemann borrowed $3,000 from the 
Fourth National Bank, and at the end of the 
thirty days went to the bank 
and said that he was mot able 
to pay it. He gave an option to Henry . 
Oornet,a Director of the dank, on $6,000 worth 
of property to secure the loan. The property 
consisted of 655 feet of ground on 
Labadie street. Cornet was satisfied at first 
and could have sold the property at a profit, 
but they thought that its value was going 
up.

Unchecked by Baia, Forest Fires 
Are Raging in Wisconsin. 


Three More Towns in Imminent Danger 
of Destruction. 


EVENT DEAD BODIES FOUND I 
RUINS OF MARERGO, 


Stories of the Terrible Experience of 
Some ef the Herees of the Great Dis- 
aster— Hew Trainmen Saved the Lives 
of Nearly S00 Peeple—Hew the 
Flames Swept Line Torrents Over 
Hinckley. 


Sr. PAUL, Minn, Sept. S. Reports from the 
North are to the effect that the towns of 
Carleton, Kerrick and Barhum are ia dan- 
ger. The fierce fires now surround those 
places, and so dense is the smoke that the 
operator there sald he could not see across 
the street. It is, therefore, impossible to 
know anything from any of those fires 
except from the spot. itself. Ome re- 
port was current in this city to-day 
that Barnum had been destroyed, but it 
has Deen impossibie to confirm the report 
and the railroad people have no information 
on the subject. The three last named are 
within a few miles of each other, and it is 
provable that the same Big fire is the 
one reported. Kerriek, reported yesterday 
asin great danger, i not yet safe. One re- 
port to-day had it nearly Gestroyed, and 
news from there is anxiousiy awaited. The 
men of Kerrick had sent the women and 
children to West Superior and Duluth for 
safety and remained behind to fight the 
fires. 

Seven persons were burned to death in the 
Ares at Marengo, a few miles south of Ash- 
land, Wis. The news has just been received 
at Ashiand. The bodies have reached that 
city, dat are so badly barned that recogni- 
tion is impossible.

SWEEPING OVER MICHIGAN. 

ISHPENEMING, Mich., Sept. 6.—This city is 
again enveioped in smoke, the fires in forests 
adjoining having started afresh.

A party of campers eight miles west of here 
were driven out of the woods to-day dy the 
raging flames.

Ide reports from the lumber towns 
west of here say all is sate, but the danger is 
Dy no means over. Hundreds of men are 
still Oghting flames throughout the upper 
peninsular. 


SYCLONE OF FLAME. 


Survivors Describe the Coming ef 
the Fire at HKme ler. 


PI City, Minn., Sept. 5.—Now that those 
who escaped the terrible calamity which 
overtook the town of Hinckley have had 


time to think, it is possible to get an 
explanation of why so few were saved 
Survivors say there wasacycione of fame. 
It could be likened only to the rolling up of a 
hurricane or the burst of a tornado, the wiad 
being fire and the smoke death. 

Before the fire struek the settlements 
there was a mighty wind, chimneysys being 
blown down, barns toppled over and hay 
stacks leveled. It Dlew attherate of over 
sixty miles an hour. The Ore, pushed on by 
the fearful gale, went onward with the leaps 
of a demon. Stumps, logs and buildia 
thousands of feet from the Games burst in 
Are as it the very air was powder, and were 
consumed im an instant. In a farmin 
section fully thirty miles iong the fire lick 
up all the vegetable matter in the soil itself, 
and there is now nothing left of prosperous 
farms but burnedand broken rock, covered 
by a few inches of ashes. 

Thirty people, who spent Saturday night in 
the lake near Finlayson „standing up to their 
chinsin water all the time, say the fames 
seemed almost alive. They would see 
a cloud of fire miles away and high in 
the sky. It would sweep along, bounding 
to the earth and up again, rolling on like a 
huge billow. These billows passed over them 
all night, sometimes Song, 00 close to the 
water that it seemed as t they could reach 
up and touch the fire. At these times they 
would get completely under the water,

HEROES OF THE FIRE. 


Hew Brave Trainmen Saved the Lives @ 
478 Passengers. 


Piyz Crrr, Minn., Sept. 6.—The heroes of 
the forest fre are many. The stories of Eu- 
gineer Root and crew of fhe St. Paul & Duluth 
train, and that of the Eastern Minnesota 
crew, so nobly headed by Engineer Best, 
have been told, wut Engineer Eda 
Berry and Conductor Harry Powers 
of the Eastern Minnesota freight came 


to the front rank also among the heroes who 
Da ve stood the trial by fire. Four hundred 
and sevensy- eight 1 — whom they picked 
up and ed back to safety in the box- cars 
were carried through the midst of the fur- 
nace of fire and burning ties in the face vf 
the knowledge that a train in the opposite 
direction had the right of way and was liable 
to be met anywhere in the dense smoke and 
fierce flame, and a terrible ride over the 130- 
foot bridge across the Kettle River, which 
was biasing under the wheels, apparentiy 
ready to fall. 

Fifteen minutes after the train passed the 
ruins of the bridge it went down into tze 
river. It was at this time that a crowd of al- 
legea men crowded into the cab and begged 
Engineer Berry to uncouple the train and 
carry them to safety, leaving the people in 
the cars to perish. They were summarily 
Grea out oy the engineer, who could find no 
words severe enough in speaking of them. 

One of the most pathetic and heart-rendin 
tales is that of James Kelly and Ernes 
H mn. Asa result Kelly was buried to-day 
at Pine City and Hogan, with his feet aad

into a remarkably industrious and prosper- 
ous people, enjoying a commerce which in 
1898 was Officially reported to be over $10,-

000. In 1893, although the complete report is 
not yet available, the preliminary balauee 
sheet shows it to be close om to $10,000,000. 

How mech of these duties got to China is, 
as stated, unkaows; but it is obvious that 
the present system is giving the Chinese 
Government a handsome cash revenue every 

ear; and in supplying offices for several 

undred Ohinese politicians it must render 
them particularly desirousto continue the 
present condition of affairs and shut out pot 
alone Japanese interference but also crush 
any rebellion, ike the recent one, which may 
disturb or destroy the present royal admin- 
istration. 

I Gad that the customs, which looked 
throuah carefully in Tusan and Seoul, do not 
cover the local trade, which is carried on at 
various points on the seacoast by the natives 
with the Japanese, Siberian and Chinese 
markets. Neither doesit include the com- 
merce ofthe northern frontier between the 
kingdom and the great Province of Leaotong. 


HER FISHERIES. 


Another element ot much greater impor- 
tance, which it apt tobe overlooked in con- 
sidering the resources of Corea, is the coast 
and sea fisheries. The Whang Hal, or Teil- 
low Sea, on the west of Corea, and, above 
ali, the of Japan on the east, are almost 
alive with all kinds of fish of the best kinds. 
The movement of the oceanic currents as 
well as the vast amount of Osh food brought 
down the rivers to the sea make these 
waters a splendid breeding ground for the 
marine world. They bear the same relation 
to the far Kast that the Newfoundland eu- 
eries Go to our own country. Anslogy goes 
even further. Just as the Newfoundiand 
fishertes are divided between three nations— 
Great Britain, America aad ce—the 
OCorean fisheries are divided between China 
Corea and Japaa; and the dificaities and 
Gieputes which have erisen in the Occident 
have been duplicated in the Orient.

This change ina great trade, while it has 
Deena great benefit to the Japanese, has 
played havoc with many Chinese traders. 
The war has already affected nearly every 
one of these. elements of trade and com- 
merce. Its effects have been precipitated by 
the insurree which 1s just closing. Large 
numbers of men were taken away from their 
regular work and obliged to waste their time 
in tue imbecile farce. This is made noticea- 
bie by the fact that most of these soldiers are 
drawn from à fertile farming country, and 
very few from any other community. The 
additional expense of the Government and 
the demandsof the native army, as well as 
thearmiesand navies of Japan and China 
have increased the price of the necessities o 
life, but not as yet to any alarming extent. 

MERCHANTS ALARMED. 

Merchants, Chinese, Japaness, Corean and 
even foreign; have taken alarm at the im- 
pending struggle, and some, chiefly Chinese, 
have retired from business and gone back to 


their native land. Others, Japanese, have 
been similarly panic-stricken, and have be- 
haved likewise, but aeariy all have reduced 
their orders and cut down their working 
force and mad ready for the coming storm, 

In mining, however, there has deen an ap- 
preciabie increase, The unsettled condition 
of the times, the demoralizing presence of 
large bodies of armed men,, the absurd fear 
of the oficial classes that a new order of 
things is about to arrive, in which they will 
‘be Donentities, have emboidened hundreds to 
try their luck at mining In places where it 
has been prohibited by law. Many of these 
ventures have turned out successful, and re- 
ports from the interior are to the effect that

A Gt. Louis Woman e Inquiry About the 
Death of Frank Wonderleich.

Secretary Will Zevely of the Democratic 
State Committee is quoted as saying that 
the largest sum that any candidate in the 
State can expend in the election will be 
$3,075, and as suggesting ‘‘that candidates 
may receive the benefit of expenditures by 
Mriends of which they have no personal 
knowledge, and that in thie way the letter 
of the law may be kept, even if the spirit 
is violated.’’ 

If Secretary Zevely will take the trouble 
to read the corrupt practices act he will 
find that under its stringent provisions 
the friends of candidates who areso fool- 
ish as to act upon hie suggestion will risk 
conviction of felony and a term of from 
two to five years in the penitentiary, with 
liability to a fine of $500 for every expendi- 
ture in behalf of the candidate. 

If the law were no better than Mr. 
Zevely intimates wagon loads of slush 
tunds could be driven through it by the 
friends of candidates, But the act was 


| framed with great care, and not only de- 


fines bribery with minute exactness and 
forbids every form of it and the use of 
money in any manner to influence voters, 
but includes every person“ in the pro- 
hibition, It provides for the punishment 
of both him that gives or spends and him 
that takes or profits by expenditure. 

Mr. Zevely will also find by acareful 
calculation of the expenditure allowed to 
each candidate that the highest limit will 
fall several hundred dollars below his esti- 
mate, and this sum includes all that the 
candidate may expend or his political 
committee, agent or friends may expend 
for him. 

Mr. Zevely will also find upon examina- 
tion of the law that political committees 
and the officers thereof are held to as strict 
accountability as candidates, and that 
ignorance of the measure is as dangerous 
to the members of political committees as 
to the candidatesand their friends whom 
committeemen presume to advise concern- 
ing methods of keeping the letter but vio- 
lating the spirit of the statute. 

— — — - 
GOOD RESULTS POSSIBLE. 

That the Mayor’s Commission for the 
investigation of the Collector’s office would 
fail in the main purpose for which it was 
appointed was a foregone conclusion. The 
Commission was established to determine 
the propriety of suspending Collector Zie- 
genhein pending the trial of the embezzie- 
ment charge which the Grand-jury had 
brought against him. 

That trial is now a matter of ancient his- 

tory, and the commission is still laboring 
on its investigation. It could not go into 
the main question, but was limited wholly 
to the investigation of the books and such 
matters, which could be obtained in the 
municipal records. 
If the commission actomplishes, how- 
ever, what is promised for it some valu- 
able returns will be made for its cost and 
trial of patience. Ina statement regard- 
ing the work of the commission Mr. Ken- 
nard says that by the last of this month 
‘fan exhaustive report will be given on 
the system of running the Collector’s 
office, with many suggestions for im- 
provement upon the present plan.’’ 

That the present system is all wrong and 
that many improvements are needed are 
matters of public knowledge gained from 
experience and the evidence of results and 
records. A report accurately setting forth 
the faults of the system and the changes 
which would remedy those faults 
would be of value. If it did not supply the 
Legislature with sufficient material for an 
effectual amendment of the law it would 
at least offer a convincing argument in 
favor of a legislative investigation for the 
purpose of finding exactly what changes 
are needed to secure the full and honest 
collection of all license revenues.

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A BAD EXAMPLE. 


All through the recent labor troubles the 
railroad managers were appealing to the 
courts, to the Government and to public 
opinion for support and aidin using the 
interstate commerce law and all other 
laws available for the suppression of dis- 
orderly strikes. 

They got all they asked for. The United 
States courts found in the interstate 
commerce law authority for the exercise

of the roads from localrioters. With pub - 
lic approval, Federal and State troops, 
United States Marshals and local police 
authorities of all kinds co-operated in 
promptly suppressing the disturbance and 
bringing to bar more prisoners than the 
courte can try in a year. 

Yet before and during that strike the 
railroad managers had openly and with 
impunity violated the very law which, 
they claimed, placed them under Govern- 
ment supervision and entitled them to the 
extraordinary protection they demanded 
and received. 

After this demonstration of the power of 
the law, it was to be expected that more 
respect for its provisions would in future 
be shown by those whom it had protected. 
But they have restored discriminating 
rates in defiance of the orders of the Inter 
state Commerce Commission, and openly 
declare that the aim of the roads is to 
**blow commission from the face of

THE rejection of forty-two graduates of 
the High Schoolat the Normal for lack 
of accommodations is in line with the ex- 
perience of last year, when it was found 
that the school accommodations were in- 
adequate to the needs of the city. The High 
School this year received a great accession 
of pupils without increase of force, 
and although there is no reportof sheds 
being used for school-rooms, some of the 
schools are greatly overcrowded. With last 
year’s warning and with increased funds 
there is no excuse for inadequate school 
accommodation. Nothing but outrageous 
mismanagement can be responsible for de- 
priving any person of proper publio school 
opportunity.

— D. C., Sept. 5.—Estimates as 
“to the political complexion of the Fifty- 
‘fourth Congress are now being made by the 

sg of both parties. It is significant 
that neither side is making extensive claims, 
and that careful, conservative calculations 
are made by both, and they do not insist on 
much more than a bare majority. The om- 
Clals in charge of the Congressional cam- 
‘paign work retuse to give out speculative ns- 
eres, but from other sources it has been pos- 
sible to gain an idea of Democratic claims 
concerning the coming Congress. 
Naturally, the recent political drift is 


‘ against any such overwhelming Democratic 


victory as surprised the country in 1892. 
There were landslides in the election of that 
year, notably in States like Indiana, Illinois, 
Ohio and Pennsylvania, which gave to the 
Democratsa phenomenally large majority 
in the Fifty-thirad Congress. Kven Demo- 
Crate admit that many districts carried two 
years ago are normaliy Republican and will 
return to normal conditions in November. 

Yet, allowing such a return, the Democrats 
Dave no reason to fear that the House will 
pass from their control. Only a Republican 
landslide, similar to that which favored the 
Democrats in a national campaign, can 
Wrest the popular branch of Congress from 
the Democrats. Butthere are Republicans 
who look for that lanaslide. 

The present House consists of 218 Demo- 
crats, 126 Repudlicans and an even dozen of 
Populists. A liberal yet close calculation of 
the next Congress will givethe Democrats 
182 members, thé Republicans 181, the Popu- 
Ust 12, and leave thirty-one districts doubt- 
fal. Even allowing the Republicans to carry 
the thirty-one doubtful districts, there 
would yet be @ smal! majority in favor of the 
Democrats, as 179 votes are necessary for or- 
ganization. 

A running review of political situations in 
the several States gives no cause for a dis 
turbance of Democratic confidence of con- 
trolling the House. The Southern States will 
keep in the Democratic procession, wit 
hardly a break in their Congressional repre- 
sentation. Some so-called and self-styled 
Populists may be chosen inthe South, but a 
Southern Populist is always a Democrat 
when confronted by Republican opposition, 

OUTLOOK IN THE SOUTH. 

Alabama and Arkansas will lead off the 
roli-call of States in November, with solid 
Democratic Congressional! delexations. 

Georgia will respona with eleven Demo- 
Crats. No one thinks that Tom Watson, 
Populo-Republican and disgruntled Demo- 
erat, can defeat Black in the Tenth 
District.

There Were Over 49,000 Pupils in At 
temdance Monday. 


The returns from all but four of the seven- 
ty-nine public schools show that 47,746 pupils 
last Monday. The four schools 
which have not yet reported are the 
Shaw, O'Fallon, Oak Hill and Gratiot.

GEOLOGY OF HIGHWAYS. 


Plan Freposed to Test Materiales Used in 
Co nstruction. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 5.—A plan to es- 
tablish a division dealing with the geology of 
highways is in contemplation by Director 
Waleott of the United States Geological sur- 
vey. It is proposed to establish a laboratory 
for testing all matter used in the construc- 
tion of highways. All road-making materials 
submitted for examination by road commis- 
sioners as well as those interested in 
the pullding of highways will be 
tested and re ported on. 80 far 
as the present means of the curvey will per 
mit. The proposition will be submitted at 
once to the Secretary of the Interior, and an 
estimate of $10,000 for the work probably will 
be transmitted to Congress. Survey officials 
look upon the contemplated work as of great 
value in bettering the conditions of the roads 
of the country. 


TREATY WITH CHINA. 


This Gevernmest Awaits Its Ratification 
at Pekin. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 5.—Before Secretary 
Gresham left forthe West he had a confer- 
ence with the Chinese Minister concerning 
the Chinese treaty which was ratified by the 
Senate a short time before the adjournment 
of Congress. Minister Yang Yu told Secre- 
tary Gresham that owing to the war, which 
overshadowed all else, no action had been 


taken by the Chinese Government. The 
treaty could first have deen ratified 
by Obina, but in this case the 
Chinese Government awaited the action of 
the United States. China has been officially 
notified by the State Department of the rati. 
fcation of the treaty on the part of the 
United States, and as soon as it is ratined by 
China and official notice given the United 
States, ratifications will be changed by 
the two Governments and prociamations 18. 
sued. No action will be taken dy the 
United States looking to the enforcement of 
the treaty until President Clevelant issues 
the proclamation. Then the Secretary of 
the Treasury will issue instructions to the 
Collectors of Customs in accordance with the 
terms of the treaty. 

Secretary Gresham and the Chinese Minis 
ter discussed the present merits of the treaty 
and the Minister was assured that as soon as 
the action of the Government was officially 
received the United States would proceed 
with its part of the contract.

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COMMON CAUSES 
FOR SUICIDE. 


They Are Six in Number, and 
Domestie Troubles Lead. 


“STATISTICS GATHERED AND ANALYZED. 


Speeial Correspondence Post- DisPaTcH. 

New YorK, Aug. 17.—The rate of suicide in 
this country has been for some time past 
abnormally high. The community has been 
passing through a long period of commercial 
depression, and many take their lives on ac- 
count of absolute hunger or in despair of 


ever knowing prosperity again. The sudden 
heat of the summer season also destroys the 


balance of many minds. These causes have 
more todo with self-murder than the more 
1 notions ascribed by Col. Inger - 


hen as usual committed suiciae more fre- 
quently than women, and during the period 
of abnormal! suicidal tendencies the propor- 
tion among the males has been even larger 
than usu 

Suicides are most numerous among persons 
between the ages of 28 and 35. The average 
rate of suicide among men as compared 82 
women is three to one. The proportion 
men to women among elderly suicides is stil! 
greater. The fact must de considered that 
women are in excess of men. 

The causes Of suicide in the order of their 
importance may be given as follows: 

Domestic troubles. 

Reverses of fortune. 

Sorrow. 

Physical suffering. 

Insanity. * 

The weather, 

In New York City in 1880 there were 152 ul - 
cides, being 12.59 per 100,000. In Philadelphia 
the rate was 8.08, in Boston 11.08, in San 
Francisco 83.65. It will be seem that San 
Francisco shows an enormously larger per- 
centage than any other city, but New York 
comes first among the Eastern sities. The 
health records of New York from October to 
March last showa total of 175 cases of sul- 
cide, or sixty more than during the prece- 
ding six months. 

The average yearly number of suicides in 
New York for the past five years was 122. 
The increase of the last six months is there- 
fore very great. Although special causes 
contributed to this increase, it is probable 
that the proportionate number of suicides 
wiil steadily grow larger with the growth of 
the population. In September, 189%, there 
were forty-two suicides, that number being 
the highest monthly record of recent years. 

Poisoning is tke favorite method of suicide 
in this city, and paris green and morphine 
are most frequently used. After poisoning, 
the commonest methods, in the order of their 
popularity, are shooting with a pistol 
hanging, throat cutting, stabbing an 
drowning. Poisoning has always deen 
the favorite method of suicide with 
women, butitis being generally adopted by 
the male suicides of this city. This is possibly 
an indication ofa general tendency to fem- 
inization in modern society. 

There are less suicides among the cheerful 
and religious Irishmen than among an 
other nationality. The German race, wit 
its predisposition to melancholy and meta- 
physical speculation, furnishes the largest 
number of suicides. The temperament of 
the colored man is a happy one, anda statis- 
tics show thatin thecity one colored man 
commits suicide to every thousand white 
men. The small number of the colored peo- 
ple must, of course, be taken into considera- 
tion, 

Many curious cases of self-destruetion have 
come under my notice. Among recent sul- 
cides the youngest was 12 years of age and 
the oldest 92, In 1891 a man attempted to 
commit suicide by thrusting a teaspoon down 
his throat, but did not succeed. Physicians 
headed the list of suieides in that year, and 
had done 80 la every year for ten previous 

ears. 

N German maidens have not infrequently 

soakea matches in beer and left the world 

with a libation of Gambrinus. It takes two 

boxes of matches with poe of phosphoras 

intnemtosupply sufficient poison, and the 

beer cannot retain a trace of its agreeable 
avor. 

Suicides are frequently the result of alco- 
holism. Although poison a favorite 
method of suicide among women, those who 
drown themselves and jump from windows 
are almost exciusively women. Suicide is 
most common In May and June, the pleas- 
antest months in the year. In unpleas- 
ant weather the rate of suicides is ata min- 


um. 
The dafly number of self-destroyers in 
France averages twenty. in the United 
States stat@ticianhs show that the average of 
suicides committed dally far exceeds that 
namber. Some reliable obsérvers say that 
the inerease in this country has been 
marked ever since the great financial 
troubles in 1878. 

In France, from the year 1827, the annual 
average has risen from about 1,500 to upward 
of 6,000, the number in 1851 naving been 
3,689, or in the proportion of one suicide for 
every 9,833 inhabitants, while in the year 1879 
there were 6,496 suicides, or one for every 
5,681 inhabitants. That this increase of 78 
per cent js not alone to. France, we 
see by genctag at the reports concerning 
Prussia and her countries. In Prussia, 
from 1878 to 1877, the increase was 58 per cent, 
Ye fer cent.

Self-murders are more prevalent 
among Protestants than among Catholics or 
Hebrews, and Herr Wagner, whose ro- 
searches in regard to the causes of suicide 
are considered the most reliable, states that 
in Prussia, out of a population of 1,000, 
people,there are 159.9 suicides of Protestants, 
asagainst 49 of Catholics and 45.9 of He- 
brews; in Bavaria, 185.4 suicides of Protest- 
ants, as against 49.6 of Catholics and 
45.9 of Hebrews, and soon. It may be men- 
tioned that in countries whieh are ly 
Catholic suicide is at the rats of 58 the 
million; in countries where the ple are 
part Catholicand Protestant 96 to the million 
and in purely Protestant 
to the million, 

Trashy novels and 
somely sentimental literature area very im- 
portant predisposing cause to suicide in this 
country. They producea morbid condition 
of mind, which unfits people for tiles. 
Facts are the wholesomest food forthe mind. 
The thought of impending Uiness from 
hereditary disease is also @ common in- 
centive to self-destruction. 

To check the Increase in the rate of suicide 
the exciting motives should be sought out 
and counteracted as far as possible,even by a 
resort to unusual measures, and the duty be- 
longs to the sanitary 4 ot the 
State.

ROYALISTS DISHEARTEXED.

prominent Royalist,who expresses the views 
of many, bald to the Associated 
Press correspondent last evening: 
„Te recognition is complete, we must 
acknowledge that faet. But if the Royalist 
Commission, consisting of Parker, Widemann 
and Cummings, had never ;zone to Washing- 
ton the republic would never ha@e been rec- 
ognised. They have ruined the Queen’s cause 
as thoroughly as if they had taken a request 
from the Queen for annexation.’’ 

A slight trouble seems to be brewing In the 
Government camp, in spite of the recogni- 
tion news. The Schutsen Club, an organiza- 
tion originally formed by German supporters 
ofthe Provisional Government, but which 
has since grown to a large size and taken in 
all nationalities, has sent a set of resolutions 
to the Government announcing that if 
some of their members are not given 
government position also the club as a body 
will withdraw its support from the powers 
that be. No answer has been sent yet aad 
the matter will come up in the cosnclis 
Thureday.
